I The Need 
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A hockey cImnnMonship put Newmarket ou the 
map before the war, Newmarket is still remembered 
by some as a "hockey town" although a quit claim 
to that title has been filed years past. What recent 
publicity Newmarket has enjoyed has not been that in 
which the citizens have taken pride nor has it en- 
couraged an awareness of what is good in our towii 
among those beyond our bordera, 

The truth is that Newmarket is rajndhj 6e- 
coMing "just another toivn'\ a temlency which even 
the hockey fans can no longer discoiiruge. 
Aurora has its horseshow, Richmond Hill its fair. 
Midland has its history and Brampton its music fes- 
tival- Towns which come quickly to mind are invar- 
iably those associated with some circumstance of nature 
or initiative of their citizens which set them apart from 
other towns in the tourist gnides- Newmarket might 
bear its indifferent prestige with equhiaininty; the loss 
of the business it could attract by being or offerhig 
something different is not so easily accepted. 

What makes indifference to the" advantages that 
acrue horseshows and fairs, festivals and history, so 
difficult to ignore is that Newmarket possesses tlie 
talent, the historj' and the geographical situation which, 
if properly developed, could make Newmarket attractive 
to othei-s the breadth of the land. 



n The Talent 

Newmarket nbounds in musical talent. It sup- 
ports a brass band, a trumi>et band and an orchestra. 
It has had a popular cliora! Krou|). Us schools encourage 
music, and the perfornianeos of out-of-town artists ai-o 
well attended, Newmarket is equally oiicoura^ing to 
stage performances. A thanin group luis entered dom- 
inion festivals besides providing moutlily perfonnances 
with local casts. A niiiisti^l show with local cast, 
author and dii-ection packed the town hall. 

Nor is Newmarket lacking in the graphic arts 
with the work of its residents hung in national sliows 
as well as providing two local shows last season, Men 
and women who live here are known from cwtst to 
coast among artists and handicraft peo|)le. There is 
an enthusiastic- handicraft group among the women 
as well as numerous individual talents. 

Newmarket is an *igricultural centre. It lias be- 
come the ijormanent location of liio county seed fair 
and bacon show. With the county agiicullural office 
here, it is the logical location for numei-ous agricultural 
mecthigs^ Its horticultural society is one of tho larger 
societies in the province; several members have gained 

pi-ominence outside Newmarket by tho quality of their 
work, 

Newmarket is situated in the centre of an his- 
torically rich area, Sharon Temjjle, mirely one of tho 
essentially native developments, is within a few miles. 
One of the most famous roads of Canadian history 
passes our western boundary. Tlie area has a slrojig 
attiaction for membei^ of tlie Society of Friends and 
for students of tlie growtli of resjjonjiible goveriiujont 
in Canada. 'I'imcj has not removoti all landmarks, nor 
dinnned all meniories; ttiere is still jmilcIi to h*? seen 
and heard by the travclkr.

And ho\y is this to be done? If there is the will, 
the earnest desire to encourage widespread interest in 
Newmarket, surely the how of it is not too difficult. 
Newmarket has had two major events this summer 
which clearly indicate possible methods of creating for 
Newmarket something fresh and vigorous. 

The fii-st was the gladiolus show which this year 
took an initial step toward new achievement with the 
addition to it of an exhibition of merchandise, art and 
c^ift- Sucli was tho enthusiasm of those who partici- 
pated in tiie sliow, or visited it, that there is little 
doubt that next year will sec it greatly expanded. 

And then last Saturdaj^ there was the band tattoo, 
sponsored by the Newmarket Trumpet BamL Again, 
such was the success of the tattoo tluit the sijonsors are 
planning now for a repeat performance on a different 
date wlien they have been assured of at least 25 con- 
testing bands. Here is another possibilitij% in its in- 
fancy now, but capable of developing into a major at- 
traction to Newmarket. 

Is it not possible that the tattoo might expand into 
an annual festival, not only for trumpet bands, but for 
all forms of nuisicianship. Could not our dramatic 
talent Ije iutorestcd, and the conception further en- 
larged? And does not the success of the gladiolus show 
suggest the begimiings of a commercial, art and handi- 
craft exhibition attracting county-wide entries?- Here 
are two organizations which have made a start. There 
have been and will be othei-s.
